Lets begin from the end. 
After you have already read this 
whole issue we can understand if 
you are a little bit disappointed, 
Disappointed because you have 
probably expected to find some ani- 
cleS here about topics which have 
focussed all of the world’s attention 
on) Eastern Europe recently. Such 
sensational news like for example 
bombings in Istanbul, changing of 
power in Georgia or the arrest of a 
Russian oil-magnat in Moscow. 
Yes, actually it could be interesting 
to read opinions of our Turkish, 
Georgian or Russian comrades on 
above mentioned events but...they 
just did not sent to us any comments 
in time. But if you really expected 
that we would only cover these 
topics in this newspaper than you 
are wrong. Instead of just sitting in 
bloody confrontations between isla- 
mic extremists and Bush-coalition 
extremists (see Istanbul), in smarty 
deal between pro-Moscow and pro- 
Washington elites about control 
over Kaspi-oil (see Georgia), or in 
dirty games between some multi- 
capitalists and multi-statists (see 
Moscow arrestment) - we would 
rather focus on all these activities 
which are pushing this world (or at 
least a part of it) into some more 
constructive directions than exten- 
ding war and exploitation. Such 
constructive issues are being conti- 
nuosly covered by our anarchist 
comerades around EE and reported 
on by our correspondents, so it 
could be set together and edited by 
our modest editorial team. You can 
be sure you would mostly not find 
the following news, reports and sto- 
ries in any national or commercial 
media around you as they are 
obiously more interested in a daily 
count of the numbers of victims of 
wars and extremists assassinations 
as covering these topics brings them 
profits and popularity. 

This long introduction is 
just to make it clear that our under- 
standing of so called "hot issues” 
concerning EE is and will be always 
very different from the mainstream- 
média ones. We are trying to be not 
only a different source of informa- 
tion from our region but we are also 
trying to bring you completely dif- 
ferent and original highlights of 
events from Eastern Europe. ‘These 
are highlights of struggle for a dif- 
ferent life, one based on humanitari- 
an anarchist principles. Welcome to 
Abolishing the Borders from Below 
#13! 

Tt makes little sense to 


focus here on the contents of this 
issue as you can find them on a pre- 
vious page. But there is one thing 
on) which we would focus your 
attention. 2004 will bring to 
Eastern Europe an abnormally high 
number of special events. Just to 
mention this coming spring time 
(“when the beings are comming 
back to the life ..."), there is the 
NATO-meeting in Turkey (probably 
in order to bring the beings lives 
straight to the end...), and the 
European Economic Summit in 
Poland. So far there is not much to 
report about resistance being prepa- 
red against both of these gatherings, 
but it is to be anticipated soon. As 
you probably know, in both coun- 
tri¢s local anti-authoritarian move- 
ments do not haye even 10% of the 
capacity needed to be able to effec- 
tivly resist those Summits. It doesn't 
need further explaination that both 
our Turkish and Polish comrades 
will need very strong support of all 
kinds in their confrontation with 
these upcoming scum-summits. 
Other 2004 events in EE which 
shouldn't be missed, from our per- 
spective, are the European Union 
enlargement and it's effects, as well 
as the PGA-conference in Belgrade 
which will probably gather a lot of 
East European anarchists around 
there too. We hope to could keep 
you informed about all these events 
in future editions of our magazine. 

There are some develop- 
ments around 
our  newspa- 
per/collective 
which we need 
to share’ with 
you. The first 
one is the long 
awaited appea- 
rance of our 
web site: 
(www.abb.hard- 
core.It) which is 
set up with coo- 
peration with 
our Lithuanian 
comerades. It 
will still take 
some weeks 
until the site is completed, butnow 
you already can find some informa- 
tion. That is for sure interesting 
news for many of you which have 
asked us over the last two years 
about this development. As you 
know we were from the beginning 
very sceptic as to whether we really 
liked the idea. Just to remind you of 
our words from July 2002: 

"We are not too inter- 


ested in travelling with information 
through virtual reality. We are focu- 
sing on giving information to peo- 
ple directly in their hands! Secondly 
- we don't like the elitist aspects of 
internet, When we say elitist, we 
mean not only a limited access to 
internet - especially Eastern and 
poor activists are finding themsel- 
ves out of the game - but as well the 
phenomenon which we call “disap- 
pearing information", which is 
caused by activists which for diffe- 
rent reasons are absorbing but not 
sharing most information. 
Persisting in newspaper format is 
as well our tiny attempt to bring 
people back from online-rebellion 
to the streets, This doesn't mean that 
we can't seé positive aspects of 
using the internet for specific pur- 
poses. Thirdly - if you wish to find 
AbolishingBB as a website, then 
just do it. You may use all our texts 
regardless. of our scepticism." 

Well, obviously nobody accepted 
our offer in this sense so at the end 
we made some compromises and 
Set it up by ourselyes. The very 
important aspect of this compromi- 
se is that we would like to keep a 
character of this web site as mostly 
archival. It means that you will be 
able to find there very soon almost 
all texts which have appeared in 
AbolishingBB in the past (as well as 
some other info such as the current 
Communities in Struggle list, etc.), 
but each time the new issue appears 
- it will be conse- 
quently _ place 
there within a 
few weeks. In 
case you are 
asking yourself 
why - it is becau- 
se we still belie- 
ve in what we 
were believing 
16 months ago: 
in bringing peo- 
ple back from 
online-rebellion 
to visable public 
resistance! Our 
priority remains 
in _ publishing 
with a newspaper format. 

The other important fact 
is the change of the price of the 
paper. This is of course caused by 
our permanent financial problems - 
for example this issue is printed 
partly with money which is borro- 
wed. We were trying to keep the 
same price as long as possible but in 
recent months the newspaper was 
not working for itself at all and our 


mostly symbolical breakfest bene- 
fits which we are performing twice 
a month are not helping any further. 
Permanently dealing with lack of 
finances, not only for newspaper 
but for other activities as well, is 
making us sick and we are very 
tired of each week having the same 
discussion about from where we 
should take some euro for one or the 
other project. Just to let you know: 
the process of making one issue of 
AbolishingBB costs us somewhere 
around 600-700 euro (incl. editorial 
costs, correspondence costs, prin- 
ting costs and the costs of sending 
the newspaper around the world). 
This money is partly coming back 
from distribution but with incredi- 
bly big delays, and then ... we only 
get partial repayment! 

On the other hand, as 
maybe some of you realised, in the 
times of setting the old price for 50 
cents the newspaper had 12 pages 
and was printed in one colour. 
Today as you can sce we haye 32 
pages and extra colour on the front 
and back pages so obviously our 
costs are much higher. We know 
very well that in some places, espe- 
cialy in EE, a new price will make 
our newspaper quite expensive but 
we have really not other choice for 
the moment. Well, of course we 
would be very glad to get some 
additional benefits, but we really 
believe that there are many projects 
and causes which need more urgent 
support than ours. From the other 
side we would even prefer to reach 
a kind of financial stability instead 
of being continually dependent on 
various benefit ideas. That is why 
this issue and the following ones 
will cost 1 euro. The old price of 50 
euro-cent will be kept for sure in all 
ex-Soviet countries, in Romania 
and in Turkey - our criterium for 
making these differences was basi- 
caly due to the economic situations 
in particular regions, Regarding 
some countries we still need to 
make an ultimat decision, but so far 
everywhere there we will be a new 
price. We hope you will understand 
our need to make this decision, 
which was not easy for us. 

In the end, our traditional 
words of thank and respect to all of 
you that helped in the process of 
creating this magazine, especialy to 
our correspondents. We will be 
back to you in the beginning of 
February 2004, Love and Anarchy

Russian labour market 
is built almost completely accor- 
ding to interests of the employers. 
Employer has a huge authority 
Over employces, a power which is 
seldom limited by workers resi- 
stance. Trade unions are not eve- 
rywhere, and where they are they 
are usually a group of bureau- 
crats, to whom defence of wor- 
kers' rights is of little interest. 
One does seldom discover solida- 
rity and mutual aid amongst 
waged workers, but problems 
related to daily work are not 
disappearing anywhere. Working 
place conflicts are everywhere, 
taking most different forms. 
Workers of McDonald's chose a 
quite unique way to resist, a com- 
pletely unforeseen way of strug- 
gle against employers in Russia. 
But before going to the main 
theme of the article, few words 
about the corporation itself. 


McDonald's is the big- 
gest fast food chain in the world, 
according to their official website 
they are present in 119 countries. 
If in USSR in every city and villa- 
ge one could find a statue of 
Lenin and a park named after 
Gorki, the yellow letter "M” on 
red backround is their 


capitalist equivalent. 


Georgian president Eduard 
Shevardnadze was present in the 
opening of the first McDonald's 
outlet in Georgia, that gives some 
picture about the financial and 
brand power of this global fast 
food chain. This reputation has 
not come to company without a 
price - in any globalisation critical 
demonstration a couple of outlets 
are trashed as symbols of the glo- 
bal capitalism. 


Different transnational 
corporations producing goods for 
"mass consumers” have different 
methods of adaptation to local

markets, some make their pro- 
ducts look as local as possible, in 
accordance with local traditions. 
This is for example what Nestle 
does with confectionery brand 
"Rossiya". McDonalds’ uses the 
very opposite approach - in any 
point on earth one finds the same 
menu, almost same prices and ser- 
vice. There even exist such a con- 
cept as "Big Mac rate", since 
value of one hamburger in diffe- 
rent countries measures oscilla- 
tions between different curren- 
cies. F 


But McDonald's has 
most various kinds of problems - 
besides typical critics such as bad 
quality of food and violation of 


workers rights. In India 
McDonald's outlets have been tar- 
geted due to exploitation of cows, 
considered in India as sacred 
animals. In South America 
McDonald's has been criticized 
for destruction of the tropical 
rainforests. In the official website 
of McDonalds one finds much 
promising slogan of the corpora- 
tion to attract new workers: "We 
value You, Your career and Your 
input in development of our com- 
pany”. To put it straight: 


that is NOT true. 


McDonald's appeared 
in Russia some ten years ago, in 
beginning as a fine, expensive 
restaurant. McDonald's was a 
fresh new thing, a symbol of the 
beginning of the nineties. Work 
was much more intensive than 
"Soviet citizen" had get used to, 
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<ers discovered a new way of Class struggle 
Anti-McDonald’s Hooligans in Moscow 


but salary was not bad, some peo- 
ple sacrificed their studies for 
such a work. But it went on like 
this only until "Black Tuesday” of 
1998. Then salaries were cut to a 
fraction, and the former level has 
not been reached ever since (other 
transnational corporations follo- 
wed the same pattern). But then 
already many enough Russians 
between 18 and 45 years relied on 
rat race of the market economy 
instead of planting potatoes to 
their 1/7 acres. Intensity of the 
work in McDonald's was not any- 
more a shock for Russians. Also 
prices inMcDonald's became gra- 
dually affordable for average 
consumers. These two factors 
together with the pioneering gains 


corporation had reached in the | 
beginning of the nineties helped 
McDonald's to become biggest 
fastfood chain in Russia, and to 
expand to other CIS countries as 
well. 


Working conditions in 
McDonald's are tough, everything 
is built on a strict hierarchy. 
Majority of workers are "krus- 
hiks" (from English word crew), 
that means janitors, clerks and kit- 
chen workers. "Krushiks" are 


controlled by sly 


and complicated hierarchy of 
managers, whose goal is to ensure 
that 100% of the working time is 
used for the cause of the compa- 
ny. Every minute of the working 
graphic of a "krushnik" is regula- 
ted, Most of the "krushniks" are 
students, who would not find a 


qualified work and agree to work 
for a small (in Moscow around 
100$) salary which is guaranteed 
by reputation of the transnational 
corporation. Usually "krushniks” 
do not stay in McDonald's very 
long time - few people like tread- 
mill. Managers are a bit more old 
people, selected from the ranks of 
the "krushiks". Managers aren't 
given any free time either, but 
their work is easier, and salary 
better. And an important psycho- 
logical factor is that when one 
already climbed first step of the 
ladder, he has some further moti- 
vation to stay employed in the 
company. 

In a system where 
employers try to maximally 
exploit employeers, one may not 
escape friction and conflicts. So 
web-site http://www.macdo- 
naldz.narod.ru appears in the 
autumn of 2000, site is made by 
workers of McDonald's outlet in 
the Pushkin square. Group publis- 
hing the site named themselves 
“hooligans”, their activity is cove- 
ring skeletons in the closet of 
McDonald's. Site publishes infor- 
mation about contents of the food 
which is sold by the chain, as well 
as a sort of diary from which the 
three following stories are 
extracts. 


First story 


Let us take such an important 
issue as health of the workers. As 
in any big industry, McDonad's 
has its own professional diseases. 
So which kind of trouble may a 
person getting employed in 
McDonald's expect? First of all, 


swelling and tired knees, 


resulting varicose veins. Workers 
must stand all the time, and only 
in times of breaks they may sit 
down for a while (although usual- 
ly the legal one hour break does 
not exist, and we have only 30 
minutes). Second trouble is 


mental stress 
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followed by nervous breakdown 
in the course of time, with some 
people one week of work is 
enough. Work with clients, which 
are most various types is stressing 
in itself, besides that managers 
keep breathing to your neck, 
demanding continuous activity. 
Hustle and bustle all around. This 
is reason of the high turnover rate 
of the employed, this does not 
bother employers but first of all 
those in the bottom because eve- 
ryone has to work for two others 
who just left the company. Third 
trouble are 


burns, 


food is cooked in very high tem- 
peratures (168-218 celsius). No 
matter how much you try, you 
may not avoid burns, expecially 
when grilling meat. Grills are 
located pretty low, and pork fat 
easily drops to ones hands, it is 
also easy to accidentally touch 
blazing parts of the grill. 


Safety measures are 
about zero. Everything is open, 
drops of melting pork fat are fly- 
ing all around. Sometimes spray, 
gel and other drugs against burns 
are available, sometimes not. 
Third professional disease is 
overweight, although this is not a 
problem for everyone. No further 
comments about that one! 


, 


Second story 


In every corporation one does 
have inspections, in this chapter 
we cover inspections in the 
system of McDonald's, These are 
various - inspections of quality, 
culture, hygienics and safety. Let 
us talk about the last 
Inspection day begins, it may be 
inspection of Ts.O, (Central 
Office) or SES. All SES specia- 
lists are bribed, all the results 
what one may expect. You may 
ask where are our proof, we ans- 
wer in our cyes and ears. Where 
are their documents? "Which 
documents?" Nothing is made in 
written form, all talk only face to 
face. Yes, it is practice in most of 
the companies, but here we talk 
about McDonald's’ which is boa- 
Sting how they abide every law. 


once, 


Or every law except some. Lady 
from SES arrives and goes around 
staff area, special attention is 
given to kitchen. This time a full 
hustle is going on in outlet every- 
thing is washed, brushed, glan- 
cing. But that is a pure formality, 
everything is always ok. 

Then we have internal 
checks, organised by the Central 
Office, usually inspection of time 
and quality of service. For smal- 
lest deviation from standard or 
graphic punishments are expected 
along every single ladder of the 
hierarchy. But most outrageous 
was the food safety inspection, 
organised in the middle of last 
June. Lady from central office 
came with a stack of papers, we 
had been expecting her for three 


days during which panic passed 
all critical limits (hustling alone is 
always in the limit). Everyone is 
controlled, hands must be washed 
and rags changed 


every 15 minutes. 


Only supervisor inspection had 
caused something like this before! 
And soon we see why it must be 
so complicated. After such 
inspection outlet is given grade 
from A to F, and in case of grade 
A (which we received) all mana- 
gers from the rank of second assi- 
stant to director are given a price, 
40% extra on monthly salary. So 
it is very much in the interest of 
the higher management to raise 
profits and quality of production 
during this very day. But this 
award has no any relation to reali- 
ty of junior managers and simple 
workers, they are yelled, their 
every move is controlled, juice is 
squeezed from them and they are 
thrown away. They get no any 
financial incentives, 
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Third story 


In McDonald's you may also find 
"McBucks" and "McShop". 
Around twice a year workers 
whose work is qualified as excel- 
lent, such as those who won a 
competition in selling some cer- 
tain product and those who have 
kept fulfilling rules and standards, 
are given "McBucks", small pie- 
ces of toy money. They are used 
only inside McDonald's. They 
include stamp of the outlet, wor- 
ker's personal number and auto- 
graph of manager who gave the 
coupon, Nominal value of one 
coupon is 10 roubles (30 cents). 
Then management sets 


up the happy date - "McShop™. 
This is a shop, where one may 
buy souvenirs with this toy 
money, such as pens, mugs and t- 
shirts... to put it simply, 


corporate gifts. 


In the middle of October we had 
"Italian weeks”, Central Office 
squandered "McLiras” instead of 
"McBucks", this toy money was 
well printed and designed which 
is unusual. In the end of the 
month we had "McShop”, prices 
of souvenirs were set by the cen- 
tral office as well. Cost of a mug 
was 9 coupons, a bag costed 40 
coupons, clocks were 8 coupons, 
t-shirts 8 coupons, cd 10 coupons 
and a bottle of coke 2 coupons. 
But the hilarious thing in all that 
was that these "McLiras” were 
given in a very stingy quantity, 
average worker had maybe 5 or 6 
coupons. Not because they had 
worked little, but because condi- 
tions to get these coupons were 
incredibly strict. A girl runs 


3S AND BIG BUSINESS 


around all day, smiles, fulfills any 
demands whatsoever and after all 
that receives one Single miserable 
coupon, just figure out!

In http://www.macdo- 
naldz.ru one may read more such 
sketches from life inside 
McDonald's. This is what “hooli- 
gans" tell about themselves: 


"Our site was founded 
in November of year 2000. Since 
then we have collected materials, 
written articles, planned design. 
Since September 2001 we have 
registed our site in internet 
search engines. Some 50-60 per- 
sons visite our site every day, so 
obviously information we are 
providing is interesting to people, 
We receive most various kinds of 
feedback, from "why are you 
doing this?" to “thanks, I was 
planning to work in there but I 
changed my mind". What is 
expecially interesting is that half 
of our visitors are former and 
current employees of the compa- 
ny. Interest of the rest is employ- 
ment opportunities or contents of 
the products. Main activity of 
our group is to provide true 
information about attitude of 
McDonald's to its employees. We 
try to provide pure facts, to get 
readers a real picture on what is 
going on inside the firm. We 
want to tell people, that McD is 
nothing as cool as people would 
expect, standards are not fallo- 
wed, no attention paid to human 
rights or labour codex." 


"Hooligans" is not the 
first group of McDonald's wor- 
kers in Moscow fighting for their 
nights. Not so long time ago there 
was a scandal connected to an 
initiative to found a trade union. 
Management launched a cam- 
paign of serious harrasment 
against the initiative, but in the 
end union got a legal status_ 
Union was not organised in an 
outlet, but in a factory providing 
food for the chain, but now activi- 
ty of this small union seems to 
have deceased. 


Management of the 
McDonald's in Pushkin square is 
well aware of the site of their 
unruly workers, but it ts not that 
easy to single out who are the edi- 
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tors. Restaurant in Pushkin square 
is one of the biggest in the whole 
world, and has hundreds of staff. 
Is activity of hooligans gaining 
any results? Maybe. In site one 
may find section “progress”, 
which includes reports about 
reforms which have taken place in 
the outlet since the site was ope- 
ned. One may suspect that partial- 
ly these reforms are made by 
management which is afraid that 
protest may take more serious 
forms than just a site in the inter- 
net. Another success of "hooli- 
gans” is due to stupidity and igno- 
tance of McDonald's brandma- 
kers. In Russia McDonald's 


spends thousands and thousands 
of dollars to advertisement in tele- 
they finance enormous 


vision, 


To sum it all up, it is 
definitely positive that working 
class resistance takes place in 
McDonald's, the very symbol of 
the "generation which chose 
Pepsi" (at least until they do not 
have to sell it...). It is also great 
that people do not believe in sell- 
out unions, but fight with the 
System (even if only in the frame- 
work of their own workplace) 
themselves, counting on themsel- 
ves and their friends, putting to 
the process of resistance lots of 
creative energy. It will not be that 
easy to fool "hooligans" to FNPR 
union or to any of the Parties of 
"Work". In another hand it is 
discouraging that yet resistance 
exists only in the internet, and yet 


billboard ads in streets and metro, 
they engage in charity, invite jour- 
nalists to have a lunch and golf. 
But official Russian website of 
McDonald's just does not exist! 
So a person looking for informa- 
tion about the corporation through 
any search engine very soon finds 
site of the "hooligans". This way 
quite many people have learned 
about the order of things inside 
McDonald's. 


Success of "Hooligans" 
has brought some follow-up, such 
as another Moscovite group in 
http://www.mcdonalde.narod.ru, 
and groups in Minsk - 
http://www.belmac.narod.ru and 
http://www.kompaktor.narod.ru. 
In contrary to apolitical” 
Moscovites, Minsk sites are clear- 
ly more left-wing. We specially 
recommend the second 
Belarussian site, where one may 
tead characterisation of "corpora- 
te ethics" of McDonald's in the 
Spirit of Beavis and Butt-head. 
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it is not clear if there are chances 
to 


move struggle "offline". 


It seems likely, that currently 
anonymous "hooligans" may only 
appear in daylight when a more 
massive resistance movement gets 
organised in the fast-food chain.

Post Scriptum: Soon after publi- 
cation of this article in Avtonom 
#20 in summer 2003, manage- 
ment of Pushkin square 
McDonald's managed to single 
out and fire author of the 
http://www.macdonaldz.narod.ru 
site, and we finally had a chance 
to see in the real life this person 
with whom we had clandestinely 
cooperated almost two years. But 
resistance against McDonald's is 


to be continued. 
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Fired from work for founding a trade union” 
Growing resistance to activities 
of big business in Poland 


Half of staff from 
McDonald's restaurant in 
Swidnica (middle size city in 
Poland) had been fired from 
work. Reason for this purge was 
fact, that few days earlier they 
founded trade union. Workers 
were fired disciplinary and offi- 
cial reason was “fraud of 
money". "McDonald's is not 
against trade unions. We are 
against breaking a law"- said 
press officer of McDonalds. 

In Poland its more and 
more frequent to break trade 
union and workers rights. 
Although in case of big factories 
workers can rely on help of trade 
unions, in sector of services and 
small trade they are usually 
deprived of all help. This practi- 
ces are lead by big multinatio- 
nals like McDonalds or owners 
of supermarkets like OBI. 

Existance of trade 
union could limit those practi- 
ces, thats why for founding one 
people get fired immadietely. 
Economical sense of such activi- 
ties is simple - profits should go 


only to hands of individuals, rest 
of society is meanwhile getting 
poorer, unemployment grows, 
social help is being liquidated. 
Resistance to activities of big 
business is growing-also in 
Poland. About 100 trade union 
members picketed McDonald in 
Swidnica in defence of sacked 
workers. Firecrackers had been 
thrown. Restaurant was closed 
during protest. 


On 15th of October 
there were next solidarity 
actions in few cities of Poland. 
Members of the Worker's 
Initiative (IP), Anarchist 
Federation (FA) and sympathi- 
sers as well as trade-unionists 
from "Solidarity'80" (about 
50-60 people) have picketed one 
of the McDonalds restaurants in 
Poznan in protest against the 
firing of half of the employees in 
a McD restaurant in Swidnica. 
In addition to the picket, a local 
Food Not Bombs team has ser- 
ved about 100 vegetarian meals. 


One week old vege-soup 
more useful than fresh Big-Mac 


Anti-McDonald mess 
in Skopje / Macedonia 


On 9th of November 
the Food Not Bombs Action 
took place in Skopje. Some of 
the food was prepare on this 
day was left afterwards. 
Activists kept that food for 5 
days. It started to stink when 
they thought: "Oh, yes - we can 


do some _ Anti-McDonalds 
Action with this". So, they 
made soup bombs, printed 


some flyers and went to the 
center of city. The plan was to 
throw the stinking soup bombs 
inside, delievery some flyers, 
lock the front and back door 
and throw the rest of the flyers 
among the young people, which 
are always hanging out in front 
of McDonalds. Everything 
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went according to plan till the 
security manage to catch one of 
the activist and malested him. 
After that, they let him go. 

The reaction in the 
start was none. After a while, 
when a boy tried to go out and 
he could not, he tried to call 
friends, then personal staff and 
so on.... till many people gathe- 
red inside and outside 
McDonalds. There were young 
people already reading the flyer 
outside. The back door was 
immidiately realised and secu- 
rity people came and cut the 
chain from the front door. In ten 
minutes everything was finis- 


hed. 
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The Day of Fight Against 
Multi-National Companies 
and The Day of Health Food 


This another 
beautiful day, as it usualy is 
when some action is planned, 
We gathered ourselves in the 
"Rebel House" squat in 
Belgrade, in order to prepare 
an action at the Day of Action 
against Multi National 
Companies and at the Day of 
Health Food. It was already 
announced that there will be 
McDonald's 
and the actions of Food Not

Bombs (action by way of 
giving vegetarian food for 
free). About 10 people appea- 
red to prepare food and lea- 
flets and at about 12:30 we 
were in front of McDonald's. 
There were already other peo- 
ple there, We started to give 
out food & leaflets to the peo- 
ple and we had a banner 
reading: "Hrana a ne oruzje" 
("Food Not Weapons"), with 
the logo of FNB. The action 
was very nice but after five 
minutes two cops came up to 
us. The bad thing was that at 
this time the streets in the cen- 


Belgrade / Serbia 
ter of Belgrade were blocked 
by cops because some delega- 
tion from Greece passed by, so 
cops were placed every 50 
meters. We didn't register this 
action with the police either, 
so they asked us for permis- 
sion for the action, Of course, 
we didn't have it, so they 
asked us to move from this 
place, after our short talk with 
them. Everything was filmed 
with a camera, so the cops 
started to investigate the 
cameraman also. He was from 
a student television station and 
at the end they let him go, and 
after checking us out, we were 
also able to go. We decided to 
then move our action in front 
of another McD restaurant, 
one kilometer away. After 
changing our location we 
again put up our banner and 
were giving food to passan- 
gers. Then the cops came 
again. For the second time, 
they took our identity cards 
and called their boss. After 
they let us to go again, we 


appeared in front of yet another 
McDonalds restaurant. There 
the action was continue. People 
accepted our ideas excellently 
and supported us - poor people 
are here basicly against multi- 
national companies. In any 
case, this was very nice action. 
After this action one person 
was called by the police to 
come to their station for an 
informative conversation. So, 
we went there yesterday toget- 
her. Fortunately, the situation 
did not tum so bad as we had 
expected. It was basicly to cre- 
ate fear among activists. 


Activists from _port-town 
Klaipeda joined Worldwide  Anti- 
McDonald's Day and organised action in 
their home town. It was the first anti-McD 
in Klaipeda and people were quite inter- 
ested in it - about 400 leaflets were distnibu- 
ted in an hour. People encouraged and sup- 
ported the action. Police and McD official 
arrived, but they could do nothing, because 
there was no violation of law. Policemen 
said, they don't eat in McD themselves and 
don't see anything illegal. About 30 people 
stood for few hours in front of McD and tal- 
ked with people. The action’s recetved posi- 
tive coverage in mass media. Another 
action took place in capital city of Vilnius.

visiting Mcdonald in Timisoara / Romania 


As some of you know, last year in 
Timisoara, the biggest city in the west of 
Romania, on the 16 of October there was an 
action against Mcdonalds organised by 
AActiv-ist Collective. Then the action gathe- 
red about 30-40 persons. This year people also 
organised and made action against Mcemurder. 

In the evening of 15th October peo- 
ple went out in the city and stuck posters about 
the 16th of October action day telling 
why people should be against this cor- 
poration. Some people were met by 
some strange guy who went out of the 
car and started to puta lot of questions 
about a lot of things. This got some 
people paranoid about what might 
happen next day ... 

So, next day only 8 people 
turned out to the action. But still, the 
leafleting was much better organised 
than last year, There was not only the 
poster but also 4-5 different kinds of 
leaflets explaining the Mc-issues. 
Also people distributed, like last year, 
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apples together with the leaflets and a lot of 
people were very receptive to the message. 
Again, like last year, the manager came out, 
this time they said that we are paid by someo- 
ne to ruin their immage, and he was impossi- 
ble to be convince that it was other reasons, 
actually, that make us want to hate this corpo- 
ration. He was standing all time out threate- 
ning people with calling security company and 


in the end he admited that he was affraid that 
we might go inside and make some more 
chaos. 

It's a wonderfull thing that they lear- 
ned to fear us, and they are nght because next 
year we will continue OUR tradition and we 
have bigger surprises for them. 

There were no arrests or problems 
with police or secunty company. We proved 
one more time that our strength does- 
n't lie in our numbers, but in our ideas. 
For World Wide Vegan Day a con- 
cert and leafleting are planned.

Projection of Food Not Bombs 
film was held in House of Culture 
in Student's Town in Belgrade. 
Unfortunately projection was pre- 
pared in "last minutes" so there 
Was no time to make advertise- 
ment for public but at least some 
activists came to See it. People got 
Strong impressions from movie: 
“I am glad to see that there are 
existing so many activists all over 
the world who we don't have a 
chance to meet, They organized 
excellent actions”. 

After film projection, 
Keith which was presenting the 
movie spoke to people about 
history of Food Not Bombs 
groups/actions. There were 
question from public also, for 
example about methods of FNBs 
actions: Does FNBs use Gandhi 
methods or participants try to 
protect activists from arresting 
through fight with cops? Keith 
said that USA is very dangerous 
capitalism so if somebody attack 
cops that person could get very 
big punishment (5 years) and also 
on the example of Black Panthers 
we could see that movement 
could be destroyed if people 
attack state's forces, naimly, 
Black Panthers are killed). Keith 
himself was also many times arre- 
sted, spied, beaten as many other 
activists also. He spent 500 days 
in prison too because it is against 
the law to serve food to homeless 
(it is forbidden to be homeless 
also. So it is the pressure made by 
capitalists to push people in slave- 
ry market). People in Belgrad had 
a chance to get info from first 
hand about the fact how much is 
american capitalism horrible/bru- 
tal, 

After it, a part of the 
film "We Interrupt This 
Empire..." was showed. It is an 
anti-war film, full of information 
about war profiters, about protests 
against war in Iraq, about killing 
of people in wars, etc. There is a 
hope that these movies will be 
soon titled in local language. 


Food Not Bombs group in Skopje 
distributed some free food, marking 
9th of November, against fascism, 
xenophobia and nationalism (which 
is the most present hating form in 
Macedonia), During the food prepa- 
ration and it's distribution a friend 
from Spain played some revolutio- 
nary songs on his guitar which hel- 
ped to create a nice atmosphere. Not 
so many people were walking in the 
centre on that shiny Sunday after- 
noon, and much less were interested 
to try the food. Passing by, they 
were mostly supporting the action, 
except for one crazy old man who 
Was interested on our anarchist flag. 
After he found out that anarchists 
are organizing the action he got 
furious, started to swear and said 
that he use to imprison these people. 


Fortress Poland 
Visa regime introduced 


On 1 October, in preparation for its 
accession to the European Union, 
Poland introduced visas for citizens 
of Belarus, Ukraine, and Russia. 
The immediate result was a drop of 
some 70 percent-90 percent in inco- 
ming traffic at Poland's eastem bor- 
der-crossing points. At one crossing 
point with Ukraine, which usually 
had about 8,000 people entering 
Poland daily, the number on | 
October was less than 800. Railway 
stations close to the frontier repor- 
ted a similar drop in numbers: for 
one train from Belarus to Poland, 
only seven tickets were sold instead 
of the usual 500 plus. 


Red light 


for single parents 
Krakow - Poland 


People from Anarchist 
Federation (FA-Krakow) have par- 
ticipated in a picket organised by 
lonely parents (mostly women) 
against the plan of the government 
to cut the funds for single parents. 
The government argues that it's try- 
ing to decentralize social services 
and bring it closer to the people, by 
placing the cost of social services 
on the local government. The local 
government of course doesn't have 
funds for it, so in fact it's a way of 
liquidating the service. The cops

Finish activists 
banned from Russia 


Russian officials are banning con- 
sequently Finnish radicals from 
Russia. After 2001 actions in 
Votkinsk two Finnish got 5 year 
deportation and 2 other FSB 
blacklisting, most likely 12 years. 
3 other Finnish were banned from 
Russia for occupation of the con- 
sulate roof in Turku as a protest 
against war in Chechnya. This 
sums up 7 Finnish radicals ban- 
ned from Russia. This practice is 
rendering all efforts to unite 
Finnish and Russian movements 
during last 6 years useless. It is 
not so many Finnish people inter- 
ested to participate to Russian 
events anyway due to language 
problems and the fact that it is 
difficult to predict reaction of 
Russian officials to various pro- 
test actions, Places like Berlin 
and Amsterdam are much more 
spectacular attractions of radical 
tourism with their massive radical 
ghettoes, even if they are 5 times 
far from Finland than 


more 
Russia.

We discussed the situation conceming entrance of 
Slovenia in EU, and the establishing of Schengen 
border between Slovenia and Croatia. As far as we 
know, it's supposed to happen on May Ist, which 
can be very symbolical. The border is very near 
the capital of croatia, Zagreb, so we want to do 
something on the border - combination of May Ist 
and NoBorder action. Since immigration problems 
are not yet such an issue in croatian public, focus 
could be more directed to workers' rights. If we 
suceed to make more good contacts, it would be 
great to have action of workers and activists togt- 
her. 

Regarding campaign against entrance of 
Croatia in EU (it won't be soon for sure - some- 
thing like 2012...) it's not so important anyway, 
because it's bad sides are already here or coming 
soon: adjustment or so called “harmonisation" 
with the requests of EU. Here I want to mention 
our horrible new Labour Law, pension reform, 
changes in health and school systems, cuts in soci- 
al benefits and other neoliberal shit. 


Ideas for summer 
no border camp 


The idea of No Border camp in this region 
(Balkans) has been randomly discussed during last 
two years. There were some proposals, like the 
Piran bay - sea border between Croatia and 
Slovenia. Every couple of months there are inci- 
dents between fishermen and border police which 
lead to diplomatic scandals between the countries, 
so it would be nice to make No Border camp by 
the sea, The other place is border between Croatia 
and Vojvodina (northern part of Yugoslavia, near 
is also border with Hungary). Our friends from 
Novi Sad showed interest in this, but both places 
could be very dangerous. I doubt that any local 
group could do anything about this without help 
from other countries. 

There was a proposal by someone from 
Bike Caravan to Thessaloniki, to makeNo Border 
camp somewhere in Bosnia and Hercegovina if 
possible.

western powers and 
local dictatorships of 
whatever kind. In this 
moment Uzbekistan is 
an great friend of US and 
Great Britain, but how 
fast this situation can 
change we've seen 
recently in Iraq. Because 
we don't know about exi- 
stence of any anarchists 
or libertarians in that 
country, for now we need 
to rely on reports of local 
or international human 
rights groups. Article 
presented below in shor- 
tened version we found 
on US-libertarian (but 


not much radical) web- 


site www.zmag.org 
which provides updated 
in-depth analyses on 
global politics, war, 
racism, economics, etc. 
Obviously we prefer to 
hear always local radical 
voices than smart views 
of western “experts” 
(also those “radical” 
ones) and we hope in 
future to get in touch 
with some activists in 
Uzbekistan.

Uzbekistan and US 
Much of what Bush said 
about Iraq under Saddam 
Hussein could be said about 
Uzbekistan today under 
Islam Karimov, but with 
respect to Central Asia rat- 
her than to the Middle East. 
Bush was trying to justify 
his decision to invade Iraq 
and install a new govern- 
ment. And yet, despite a 
few unmaterialized threats 
to link U.S. aid to the 
improvement in its human 
rights conditions, the U.S. 
attitude toward Uzbekistan 
has been extremely friendly. 
In fact, the United States 
has even helped finance the 
tortures and murders in 
Uzbekistan, knowing full 
well what they were paying 


for. After 11 September 
2001, the United States 
strengthened ties with 
Central Asian nations, not 
only for the sake of maneu- 
Vering into a good position 
to invade nearby 
Afghanistan, but also to 
improve American access 
to central Asian oi] and 
natural gas . This eventually 
led to a strategic alliance 
with Uszbekistan, 
Unfortunately, the Uzbek 
government uses this allian- 
ce as a carte blanche to 
wage its own war of reli- 
gious persecution in the 
name of fighting terrorism, 
as the U.S. government well 
knows. America refrains 
from any serious admonish- 
ment, much less regime 
change, despite the Uzbek 
government's mass arrests 
and chambers for torture 
and killing. 
History 

Joseph Stalin divided 
Centra] Asia into a number 
of socialist republics, the 
"stans," in order to cripple 
Muslim resistance to Soviet 
rule. In the early 1990s, the 
government of Uzbekistan 
was newly independent of 
the collapsed Soviet 
system. The former First 
Secretary of the Communist 
Party, Islam Karimoy, was 
elected President in 
December of 1991, but 
foreign observers did not 
consider the election to be 


free or fair. Officially, 
Uzbekistan allows free 
speech, separation of 


powers, and representative 
government. But the legis- 
lature actually holds very 
little power and the judicia- 
ty fails to show indepen- 
dence from the will of the 
executive, virtually all 
power residing in the hands 
of President Karimov. 
There are repeated referen- 
dums, denounced by inter- 
national observers as frau- 
dulent, which always 
extend Kanmov's presiden- 
cy. Currently, he stands to 
be President to the end of 
2007. Provincial governors 
are selected and replaced by 
Karimoy. The news media 
are either controlled by the 
government or avoid cove- 
Ting politically sensitive 
issues. In the absence of 
traditional Soviet controls 
on the practice of Islam, the 
government built hundreds 


of mosques in the carly 


1990s. According to the 
State Department's 
International _—_—Religious: 


Freedom Report for 2002, 
this proliferation of Islam, 
or at least of its more open 
practice, was accompanied 
by the emergence of many 
highly reactionary Muslim 
groups. The Islamic 
Movement of Uzbekistan 
(IMU), whose aim is to set 
up an Islamic state in the 
Fergana yalley, a region 
multiply divided by Stalin's 
stan-making, appeared in 
the city of Namangan. In 
1990, the IMU began to 
make public demands of 
President Karimoy, e.g. that 
Uzbekistan should be decla- 
red an Islamic state institu- 
ting sharia law. At the 
IMU's invitation, Karimov 
arrived in Namangan in 
1991 to discuss the matter, 
The joumalist Ahmed 
Rashid describes the discus- 
sion as being little more 
than a "shouting match,” 
with Karimov returning to 
Tashkent bitter and the IMU 
deciding to wage a jihad 
against him. Prior to the de- 
Talibanization of 
Afghanistan, there were 2 
number of attacks by the 
IMU in Central Asia, main- 
ly in the Fergana valley . 
Continuing with 
the International Religious 
Freedom Report, Hizb ut- 
Tahnr, an anti-Semitic 
group, also with theocratic 
goals, emerged early in the 
1990s as well. Vigilante 
groups began to appear in 
the Fergana region enfor- 
cing some of the harsher 
Muslim customs, such as 
full cover for women. To 
counteract these theocratic 
trends, the Uzbek govern- 
ment began to harshiy 
punish political Islamists 
towards the end of 1991. 
The government's stated 
viewpoint is that this is not 
an infringement of religious 
freedom but simply an 
attempt to protect the 
government from violent 
attacks and attempted 
overthrow. Violence direc- 
ted against the Uzbek 
government is a reality, alt- 
hough much of it may be in 
response to Kanmov’s suto- 
cratic bullying of pices 
Muslims.

One floor of the 3-storeyed empty 
house in the industral region of 
Petersburg is seized by anarchists and 
activists of punk scene. Accomodation 
was seized by the group of anarchists 
from "Punk Revival” and PLA already 
in the beginning of summer 2003, and 
since the beginning of October other 
anarchists and anti-authoritarian act- 
vists have joined the project. Now clec- 
tricity is conducted into the house (...). 
Squat was named “Pekarnia’’ (Bakery), 
because in the wing of this house 
bakery carier was located. Now in 
squat are living more or less constantly 
4 people. Also PEKARNIA is the free 
space for other ant-authontanan peo- 
ple and groups On the second floor of 
the house are living home- 
less people, with which 
activists reach under- 
standing and pass 
key from the main 
entrance door. Thus far 
authorities manifested no 
interest in the house or in 
the people, which live 
there. If squat docs not 
undergo by repression in 
the next future, we are plan- 
ning to Orpanize there first acoustic 
concerts (...)

28. of October 2003 police officers 
of Kirovskiy district in Petersburg 
raided the squat “Pekarnia’. The 
reason for cops to check the house 
was, that a day before one of the 
homeless people, who live at 2nd 
floor, fall out from the window and 
was taken to hospital because of 
severe head injury. 

One day after the accident, when 
the cops came to the house, there 
where 2 people inside “Pekarnia”. 
One of them was taken to police 
station as a captive, the other one 
was asked to find the people, who 
live permanently at the squat. Cops 
take sound system from Pekarnia to 
secure that the squatters show up at 
the police station until the evening, 
In the evening some squatters went 
to the police station to free the 
squatter, who was catched, and also 
to get back the sound system, The 
squatters where first accused in “oes 
fing criminal surroundings", and soon 
demanded to leave the house, becau- 
se “the house is empty, and nobody should 
fire there. Cops gave the squatters 
one week (undl 4th of November) to 
move away from the house or to 
show official documents from 
KUGI (City Comittee for Dealing 
with the State Property) about the 
right to use the house.

ENTER FOR HOMELESS 


IN TORUN - POLAND 


People from Anarchist Federation FA-Torun are pariticipating in a 
campaign of support for a self-organised center for homeless in Torun, which 
was squatted by the homeless and furnished with the help of neighbours. The 
local government not only didn't help the center (which of course could only 
be expected) but tried to evict the center using pretexts such as "fire hazard” 
or an "alcohol problem" which in fact do not exist. The solution proposed by 
the governent is the eviction of the centre and giving control over the home- 
less to a NGO called "Mar-Kot", which runs prison-style centers for homeless, 
where the homeless families are separated and put in humiliating situations. 
The "Mar-Kot" has made attempts to sabotage the self-organised homeless 
center in a bid for sponsor money for their activity. The homeless have refu- 
sed and started a campaign of resistance with the support of local activists. For 
the moment the center has avoided eviction. 


KKKKEKK KKK KKKREKEREEREKEEEEEE 


A year ago group of homeless people squatted abandonned PKP 
(Polish State Railways) building. Altough they were there illegally local 
goverment and newspaper had positive attitude. Inhabitants of the squat had 
renovated th building, had tried to find a job. We (FA-Tonmn) contacted with 
them in February during our Food Not Bombs action. Atfer a while they star- 
ted making by themselves free food on Sundays without any official donation. 
In August 2003 first serious troubles appeared. Local goverment and PKP 
gave Mar-kot Association rights to the place and buildings. Association built 
its centre in the second building and asked Guliwers to move there. They were 
against new mules in new centre and against director of it. Local newspapers 
had changed their attitude to the squatters in 180° - squatters were from now 
“alcoholics who can't get out of homeless”. We contacted with them again in 


September. With help (writing aricles, sen- 
ding protests, being with Guliwer's people) 
of local activists, FA-Torun and local 
Indymedia group, squatters will not be 
removed from their building till spring. In 
the future the building is to be destroyed 
and people had to moye into new centre of 
a different rules. There are 26 people - 
families with children and probably most 
of them would not like to live in the new 
centre.

Statutes of our 
organisation, that was adopted at 
our founding congress, showed it 
self not good enough in the situa- 
tion of mass interest in our syndi- 
cate and we are in the process of 
creation of the totally different 
statutes (of course, based on the 
same principals of non-hierarchi- 
cal, direct-democratic organizing) 
that is going to be adopted in, 
shortly approaching, II congress 
of our organisation. From my 
point of view, I guess the moment 
of the self-discipline, complete 
materialist analyses and responsi- 
bility for the words publicly said 
in front of the organisation are the 
threesmost “important aspects in 
which -our: organization progres- 
Sed.-Atmosphére in our organisa- 
tion is now, as it was before also - 
but not so strongly underlined, 
atmosphere of the comrades, figh- 
ting for the same goal, using the 
Same methods and being aware of 
all consequences that will be met 
on that way... 


In recent years in 
anarchist movements in the 
western countries are spreading 
strongly primitivist tendencies 
(Zerzan followers, etc.), which 
consider class-struggle & anar- 
cho-sindicalism merely as 
"relics of the past". What do 
you think is a role of anarchist 
sindicates in political landsca- 
pes of 21 century? 
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Historical conditions 
are luckily showing that primiti- 
vist ideas about what is "relic of 
the past” (very funny, if it was 
relic of the past we should see the 
primitive bunch supporting it - 
after all they are the ones who 
would like to live in the past) are 
wrong. Class war is, after a period 
of stagnation, getting new poten- 
tial. Death of the state communist 
model was a mark of the narro- 
wing of the alternatives to the 
system which is, obliviously to 
everybody with brain (and that is 
the majority of the population), 
killing us, itself and the planet we 
are living on. "Third way" social- 
democracy, implemented by 
Blaire, Schroeder and co. is not 
having any support of the wor- 
king class masses and now it is 
sstion: are we going to 
errors of previous forms of 
working organizing or not. Even 
the petit-bourgeoisie bunch of 
anti-globalist is turning now, after 
years of their manic dancing on 
the to working with 
unions.

But situations that we 
are finding ourselvespdaily are 
showing us that the battle for 
freedom is just to be launched 
again. This time with knowledge 
of our previous mistakes. Non- 
dogmatisms and freedom<of 
acting according to ones own opi= 
nion, as well as revolutionary cha- 
racter of our organizations, is the 
advantage that anarcho-syndica- 
tes will always have to the statist 
unions. All fights on the bour- 
Zeoisie scene were fought without 
any benefit to the workers, obli- 
viously now it is the time for the 
only fight that counts: class war. 

Anarcho-syndicates are 
only one part of this war, and it is 
terribly important to understand 
that without unified front of all, 
truly, anti-authoritarian organiza- 
tions (such as anarchist federa- 
tions, anarcho- 


syndicates, anar- 
chist groups ete.), without falling 
in the cretenization trap of refor- 
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mism, is the only choice we have 
if we really intend to win it. 

A short note which is 
not directly linked to the question: 
I wouldn't, in any way, link primi- 
tive freaks to anarchism. As we 
all know, anarchism means strug- 
gle for freedom for everybody. 
Freedom and possibility to live. 
As everybody, also, know right 
now there is over 6 billion people 
living on the planet Earth - that is 
too much, some would say, and I 
could agree with them, but we are 
stuck with it and that is the fact - 
so every concept of future society 
which is not presenting strategy 
for fulfilling of the basic needs 
(such aS, food, water, education 
ete.) of all,those people is based 
on ‘the idea that large percentage 
of them (andswe) are hot talking

Of course there cooperati- 
ves would not be social-democra- 
tic creatures of what majority of 
Cooperatives are turning too, but 
will be fully class aware organiza- 
tions of the workers in, little bit, 
different form. We were already 
approached by several large 
(going to several thousands mem- 
bers) unions of unemployed peo- 
ple (union by the name, not by the 
Statutes or practice) and we crea- 
ted very good links with them - 
thus our new structure will enable 
them participating in the work of 
Our Organisation too... 

The educational part, as 
well as in majority of 
anarchist/anarcho-syndicalist 
organizations, is essential to us. 
Therefore our educational board 
will develop different courses for 
new members which will get 
them educated about the goals, 
aims etc. of our organization. 


In the Balkans there 
are growing efforts to connect 
anarchists in the region in more 
organized and functional way. 
Can you shortly describe histo- 
ry, present and planned initiati- 
ves of this cooperation? 


Balkan is the region 
which is known for it's troubled 
history and that is the reason why, 
among anarchists in the Balkans, 
idea of the closer cooperation did 
emerge. That is in no way isola- 
tionist concept of presenting 
Balkan as something totally diffe- 
rent from every other spot on the 
Earth, but it is recognizing of the 
historical and material events that 
are determining us, more or less, 
and our movement. After initial 
contacts that existed for a long 
period of time, but didn't have any 
practical fulfillment, in last cou- 
ple of years links between anar- 
chists on the Balkans became 
more intensive. Anarchists from 
Ex-Yugoslavia are already, and 
for a longer period of time, in 
strong and fruitful contacts, 
having the experience of the war 
and nationalism which we were 
working together against on all 
sides. Greek comrades are main- 
tain good contacts with Turkish 
and Bulgarian comrades, and 
after the meeting that was held in 
Thessalonica in the eve of the 
Traqi war, much stronger ties were 
created among all of us. That is 
when the idea of the Balkan 
Anarchist Federation was men- 


tioned, and this is the idea that is 

intensively being worked on by 

Several anarchists groups (in 

Serbia this is a group created by 
ay!

several anarchists involved, 
among other stuff, in the work of 
ASI), Hopefully until the end of 
the year we will be able to see 
founding congress of the BAF. 
BAF would be used as a coordi- 
nation structure for anarchist 
groups throughout the Balkans 
and will, most probably, apart 
from other things maintain a 
magazine of it's own which 
should cover the happenings in 
the Balkan anarchist "scene" as 
well as provide space for theoreti- 
cal discussion, which is so lackin 
the movement today. 


For all of us outside of 
Serbia little is known about 
extreme right-wingers, facists, 
etc. in your country? What are 
the groups and parties, how is 
their influence? I saw Belgrad 
full of anti-NATO posters made 
by one of nationalists groupings 
- who are they? Also what is the 
actual state policy towards peo- 
ple described as "ethnic minori- 
ties"? 
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big as one could presume accor- 
ding to their visibility (for exam- 
ple, mentioned posters were made 
by Obraz, and they said: Nato - 


the eternal evil), Serbian ortho- 
dox church was always, as all 
churches are, gathering point for 
all kinds of backward conservati- 
ve ideas. This is the situation now 
too. Also the army (strongly infil- 
trated by Obraz members) is other 
stronghold of extreme right-wing 
politics. The extremist groups 
were used by the police or the 
army as goon squads used to do 
the dirty work. For example, men- 
tioned gay pride parade that was 
destroyed, by members of diffe- 
rent skinhead groups, Obraz, and 
orthodox church priests. 

"Ethnic minorities" are, 
according to what I know, treated 
farley well by the State. Several 
reasons are for this: first, old state 
communist organisation of the 
State, gave full liberty for minori- 
ties to organize in the way they 
wanted; the second is that number 
of so called minorities is getting 
so big that, hopefully, soon Serbia 
will be consisted mainly of mino- 
rities and Serbs will become 
“minority”. 


Mainstream fascism, 
fascism with little bit less ugly 
face, fascism created and imple- 
mented by the neo-liberals in 
Serbia is, I feel, much greater pro- 
blem that the self-proclaimed 
fascist groups that do exist. Yes, 
several fascist or crypto-fascist 
groups do exist in Serbia (such as 
Obraz, Zbor, Svetozar Miletic 
etc.), but their influence is not as 


But on the other hand 
the problem of poor educational 
and economical situation of roma 
people is not being solved in any 
way. Rear number of professions, 
such as street cleaning, are usual- 
ly reserved for them. Percentage 
of them assimilated to the general 
population is rather small. Latent 
racism is present in the general 
feeling toward roma people here, 
very similar to the US liberal 
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racism towards the people of 
color, seeing them mainly as 
entertainers, Different skinhead 
groups carried, in past couple of 
years, several attacks on roma 
families. One of those attacks 
ended in the death of a roma kid. 


Especially after death 
od Djinjic was clear how near 
or interwined police, politicians 
and mafia are in Serbia. Recent 
statements said by some politi- 
cians concerning anarcho-sindi- 
cates, will definitely put your 
group in focus of repression ... 
sooner or later. How you evalu- 
ate this and what kind of sup- 
port you wish to receive from 
comrades abroad? 


Statement that our orga- 
nisation published after the mur- 
der of Djindjic, as well as our par- 
ticipation in different syndicalist 
demonstrations, were already 
triggering State's oppression. 
Several different State ministers 
and union bureaucrats marked us 
as big problem makers. It is clear’ 
that government needs somebody 
to throw their guilty off, but than- 
king to the support we got from 
some influential media, we were 
able to clearly present our posi- 
tions and escape from misinter- 
pretations. That doesn't mean, on 
the other side, that we got the 
State of our back - we are in con- 
stant talks with different sections 
and groups of the mainstream 
syndicates and unions of unem- 
ployed people - thus we are still 
perceived, rightfully I may add, as 
enemies of the State and capita- 
lism. The good thing about this 
"transition" period that Serbia is 
taking, is that Serbian govern- 
ment is under constant fear of the 
“world's” reaction to its actions. 
Thus every demonstration held in 
front Serbian consulates or 
embassies, every protest letter 
sent to them is making a big fuss 
here. It is important to note that at 
least two of our members are 
under court investigation right 
now for at least two different cri- 
mes, such as assault on the police 
officers, preventing of the police 
officers in doing their duty, non- 
authorized gathering ete., with 
possibility of several years prison 
sentence, We are going to be 
informing our comrades on the 
development of those cases and 
will request solidarity if needed,

Islamists were blamed 
More spectacularly, on the 
16th of February 1999, a 
series of nearly simultane- 
ous bomb blasts in down- 
town Tashkent killed six- 
teen people and wounded 
over 100. President 
Karimov, who survived 
unscathed, appeared to have 
been the intended target. 
The IMU was blamed. 
Juma Namangani, the head 
of the IMU and likely to 
have been an associate of 
Osama bin Laden, had been 
the most wanted man in 
Uzbekistan until he died in 
Kabul from wounds sustai- 
ned while fighting anti- 
Taliban forces in Mazar-e- 
Sharif, Afghanistan in 
November of 2001. 
After both 
1997 murders in Namangan 
and the 1999 bombings in 
Tashkent, according to the 
State Department's 
International Religious 
Freedom Report for 2001, 
police arrested at least 
hundreds of people labelled 
"Wahabbist" and detained 
some as long as two 
months, only for the majori- 
ty of those detained to be 
Real Wahabbists 
are religious extremists, but 
the term is used loosely by 
the Uzbek government to 
refer to any devout Muslim. 
According to the 
2002 edition of the afore- 
mentioned report, the 
government's campaign 
against Muslim extremists 
mainly targets three groups: 
Alleged Wahabbists, 
Suspected of being involved 
in the 1999 Tashkent bom- 
bings or of being involved 
i the IMU, and suspected 
members of Hizb ut-Tahrir. 
For the period from January 
1999 to August 2001, the 
Moscow human rights orga- 
nization Memorial estima- 
tes that over 2,600 were 
Convicted on political and 
religious grounds, The lack 
Of a free press and the pau-

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city of public trials in 
Uzbekistan make calcula- 
tion difficult, but the actual 
figure of those arrested for 
religious or political reasons 
is probably between 6,500 
and 7,000. Roughly 5,000 
are suspected members of 
Hizb ut-Tahrir. The 
Independent Human Rights 
Organization of Uzbekistan 
estimates that only 200 of 
those arrested were not 
accused of Islamic extre- 
mism. 

The Uzbek 
government is secular, there 
being no state religion, 
However, the government 
tries to control religious 


affairs in the country 
through its _ Spiritual 
Directorate for Muslims 


(a.k.a, the Muftiate) which 
it finances. The Muftiate, in 
turn, controls the country’s 
Muslim hierarchy as well as 
the content and quantity of 
Islamic sermons and publi- 
cations. The government 
funds an Islamic university 
and bankrolls citizens for 
participating in the ritual 
pilgrimage to Mecca, but it 
acts to outlaw and dissolve 
Muslim groups which it 
claims to be extremist and a 
threat to its secular system. 
The result is that many 
Muslims are jailed and inti- 
midated simply for being 
pious, Any religious group 
must register with the 
government. The govern- 
ment can effectively ban 
any religious group by 
denying its registration peti- 
tion. The government 
makes this task easy for 
itself by requiring any such 
group to contain at least 100 
citizen members, a require- 
ment which it can waive at 
its discretion. This selective 
enforcement of a mule is 
designed to make it hard for 
Muslims who worship out- 
side the  state-organized 
mosques {to register, 
Another requirement desi- 
gned to make it hard for 
suspect Muslim groups is 
the demand for a legal 
address. This can be a pro- 
blem for Christian groups 
too (...).

Following the participa- 
tion in the International Weck 
Against Racism events organised 
in Timisoara in March (for those 
who didn’t heard, see bellow) and 
the International NoBorder Camp 
in Timisoara, as well as the whole 
activity during this year (graffity, 
direct confrontations, leafleting, 
internet fight, concerts...) antifa- 
scists in Romania get organised 
again.

llth of November is*known as 
polish National Independent Day. Of course 
like with all this kind ofvpatriotic shows, this 
is perfect opportunity for all sorts of right 
wing scum to show their “pride” from being 
Polish andiall connected shit. We are glad to 
announce that thisyear there were not many 
incidents with nazi scum around. 

In Bialystok (norht-east Poland) 
about 30 nazis gahtered in the city centre. 
This time people from antifa admited that 
they let them gather without any problems. 
Rare mistake, but sometimes happens. Nazi 
scum didn't do anything except from hanging 
around and trying to look dangerous ... In 
Torun (central Poland) about 30 nazi-skins 
from NOP marched through the city screa- 
ming .rasist and slogans. 
Manifestation was legalised and protected by 
police forces. Antifascist did not menaged to 
Stop the march, yet confronted fascist short 


anti-semitic 


after it. During clashes on the main railway 
Station fascists got bitten. One antifascist was 


arrested and is facing a court, On 22 of 
November in local club Pilon a benefit con- 
cert in connection with that case took place. 

In Warsaw after “official” demon- 
stration of right wing, about 30-40 nazis deci- 
ded to attack squat FABRYKA. To their surpri- 
se they were warmly received by “special 
comittee" inside. After few molotovs were 
thrown on nazis (almought not even one 
exploded) nazis decided that its time to show 
their white pride in different part of the city 
and tried to mim as fast as possible. Few of 
them got caught and they received some lec- 
tures about mistakes of racism. Unfortunately 
those important lessons were interrupted by 
cops, who detained 4 squatters and about 
dozen of nazis, releasing everyone without 
charges. 

In Rzeszow (south-east Poland) 
few nazi clowns appeared on "official" cele- 
brations and shouted some of their lame slo- 
gans, before departing somewhere else not to 
be seen anymore (we hope forever!)

ELECTIONS 
23 OF NOVEMBER 20023 


The first unofficial sco- 
res of clections showed the great 
victory of HDZ (Croatian 
Democracy Party), and just after 
them, SDP (Social-democrat 
Party), which was the leading 
party before the elections, Other 
parties had great difference in 
percent in compare with those 
two the biggest. Just after that, 
people started to talk about block- 
policy, about how Croatian policy 
is divided on left and right wing, 
and off course, about convincing 
victory of rightists. I think that 
this classification) is not really 
based upon facts, considering that 
politicians who are sitting today 
in Parliament, are the same ones 
who were solving questions about 
minorities: through ethnical clea- 
nings, camps, and. eyen bloody 
conquer war.in Bosnia. Beside 
that, other facts, like the one that 
the last coalition government with 
SDP on the‘head, accepted a pro- 
gram for building the big gathe- 
ring center for immigrants, which 
Europe put on waiting outside the 
walls of fortress Europe. Now I'm 
asking can we talk here about 
social and left policy of ex-coali- 
tion government? And. what is 
HDZ, as leading party of the right 
center, doing in the same time? 
They do not agree with the policy 
of cooperation with the Court ‘of 
war in Den Haag, then they're 
resisting to policy of taking care 
for people of Serbian nationality, 
who are coming back in Croatia, 
they want dynamic and severe 
policy with Slovenia, considering 
Piran bay and borders. Andin Jast 
couple days before the elections, 
leading face of HDZ is asking 
Serbs to. come back, then talk how 
it is normal to expect cooperation 
with tribunal of Den Haag, becau- 
se, it's showing the democracy of 
Croatian society, and beside that, 
HDZ excepted that cooperation as 
a leading party in Croatia after the 
war. And-finally,.on-demand-and 
under the pressure of EU, he 
disciplinized his party, and also 
more radical rightists, like HSP 
(Croatian Party of Justice), since 
they were always both for coali- 
tion. As a conclusion, we could 
say that both blocks are flexible 
toward instructions coming from 
EU, and that they'll do anything to 
Satisfy cooperation at all levels, 
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and so on that way, to get closer to 

Europe itself, and also to NATO. 

That means to keep credits 

coming, cause don't forget it, 

they're the only source of money 

suitable for robbery considering 
devastated economy in Croatia, 

And for that condition both Ief- 
tists and rightists are to blame, so 
there could be no revanshism bet- 
ween parties, cause they're cove- 
ting each other in robbery. 
Eventually, conflict could be 
expected on the level of mafia, 
which can't be reflected in negati- 
ve context on people in Croatia. 
This is why the best name for all 
of them together is national-capi- 
talists, with the accent on this 
second part. All in all, Croatian 
policy put down on two clans, 
who, under the curtain of national 
interests, are putting through their 
own interests, and not the social 
policy. That's why I can't see the 
difference between the govem- 
ment with SDP on the head, and 
the one who will HDZ create as 
winners on these elections. We 
can't exclude as a possibility that 
parties, which were in so-called 
left block, could make a coalition 
with HDZ, on its-demand, and 
also we shouldn't be wondering if 
the greatest parties, HDZ and 
SDP, make a coalition. Here, poli- 
ticians will dance, as) Europe 
wants them to dance, as long. as 
money..will be coming from 
European banks. In other words, 
people will stay on the’ side, but 
put'on the first: place when it 
comes to take their voice on the 
elections. But people after all, 
recognized the real fascist and 
robber policy in Tudjman junior 
and Pashalic, who didn't have 
enough points to pass the line (by 
the way, Pashalic was Tudjman's 
right. hand in the war years in 
Croatia; and later he was, together 
with Tudjman junior, supervising 
the’ secret services, which were 
used..exclusively..to «disable all 
those who were against the regi- 
me on power.) Anyway, extreme 
rightists collapsed completely. 
The new party on political scene 
was also Party of pensioners, who 
realized that none would take care 
for them if they don't. They're 

also in Parliament. Now we're 

coming to 20% of failed voices, 

which means one fifth of people 


who haven't give their voice to the 
"left" nor the "right" side, cause 
none of those two sides offers 
concrete solutions for problems 
such as over-crowded kindergar- 
tens, not to mention much bigger 
problems. That's a good sign that 
there's a quite amount of people 
who are aware of the situation, 
and they do not see the solution in 
programs and democracy, which 
comes from changeable parties. 
And_on the end, we're coming to 
our, anarchist part in all of this. 
Everything indicates that there's 
critical mass of people that are fed 
up with repression, but how to 
organize and gather people in this 
imperialism as a last stadium of 
capitalism? How to take responsi- 
bility to. carry. it out together with 
people, when it seams to me that 
the’most people are walking into 
opportunism, or simply stand a 
side? Anarchist movement is wor- 
king on direct action, but is not 
able to pass from direct action to 
direct democracy, because people 
rather choose someone, cause it's 
easier to blame someone else, 
then to admit\to ‘itself, yes, I'm 
wrong. To change something 
from the bottom, we must. pass 
hard and thomy way.

On a pre-election silence day, on one 
of the main city squares, we made a 
happening in which, through the per- 
formance, Food Not Bombs, and info 
desk was given criticism of the follo- 
wing clections, and generally on that 
kind of democracy. Elections are ope- 
ning new horizons for attack on the 
State, and for agitation itself, We used 
that, off course, but in educational 
way. We pointed out that voting docs- 
n't bring any changes, because all 
politicians are the same shit, who 
wants authority and power only! With 
your vote, you are giving them power, 
and they are putting through the inte- 
rest of rich clite! Basically, nothing 
new, but certainly worth of repeating. 
People really doubted weather to go to 
vote, and cross the voting list, or not 
to vote at all. Both ways give the 
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system a space to function, off course 
if it doesn't go to the extreme amount, 
Anyway, action lasted for two hours 
and for a change there wasn't any 
arrests, evidently because it was too 
sensitive day for that kind of interven- 
tions. It's important to point out that 
“Food not bombs" was given away till 
the last portion just in one hour, which 
only shows the social state of people 
in Croatia. Beside that, many people 
reacted positively on our story and on 
literature offered on info desk. Great 
amount of people wanted to make a 
contact, some wanted to join to our 
work, or come to some lectures, and 
some even asked for help. But there is 
our lack of efficiency on which, 
maybe too slow, but for sure is wor- 
king young and perspective anarchist 
movement. 


ZADAR 


During the week before parlamentary 
elections in Croatia, Zadar Anarchist 
Front organized small anti - clection 
actions and propaganda. During these 
days we were distributing anti - clec- 
toral leaflets called "Don't vote - 
organise!"' where we were trying to 
explain citizens. some important fact 
about prlamentary clections - irony of 
electoral policy, of “right” to say our 
opinion-every four years etc. But we 
also tricd to explain, and that is of 
bigest importance forme, them what 
we sec as alicrnative to this system - 
Direct Action, Direct Democracy, 
Solidarty, Mutual Aid and Workers 
Control and we explaind all of this 
principles in the shortes words. 
During the nights we were puting lea- 
flets in the post boxes all around the 
town, 

One day before elections - 
on "the day of silence” we organized, 
together with one feminist group and 
two "alternative" NGOs, first "Take it 
or Leave - it" fair: where we excanged 
goods, (chlose,~shocs, toy, books 
etc..:) with our citizens. Unfortunatly, 
the rest of organizations rejected us 
when we tried to put some of anti - 
electoral posters screaming shits like 
"this is non - political fair", So we put 
posters on our desk, where "Food Not 
Bombs” group served free vegetarian 
food. 

In the “night of silence" we 
were puting anti -\clectoral posters 
with sarcastic meaning - where you 
have empty face of politican (who 
ever you like to choose) who is saying 
that he will obey you, expoit you and 
continue to. scrve rich classes. The 
politican from poster is*president of 
party called "UNITED COLORS 
OF POLITICANS" - who assemble 
all politican of the world. We sticked 
posters all over the centre of the town 
and we cven founded some of the 
Voting Places and sticked it walls with 
posters, Unfortunately, biggest right - 
wing party won - pro American party, 
so what we can expect in next future is 
struggle with core neoliberal/fascist

An unhappy annivers 


A decade has passed since the 
bloody October events in Moscow 1993. 
Events, which some (such as Zyuganoy, 
Glazev and Anpilov) call "Yeltsinite coup”, 
and others (such as Chubais and Gaidar) call 
"attempt of a red-brown putch”. And both 
sides have much nght in these definitions, 
During those days, when these two enraged 
branches of power, who felt the living space 
provided for them by the constitution too 
narrow and decided to set their records 
straight in the middle of Moscow by shooting 
each other with attack rifles and tanks, from 
the nwo sides of the conflict anarchist, as they 
have used to, chose the third - side of the suf 
fering people, 

Anarchists and other left-wing 
radicals set up a first-aid brigade named after 
Maximilian Voloshin, to commemorate a 
grént poct, close to anarchism, who during 
civil war chose an independent humanitarian 
position, and helped all persecuted people. 
This first-aid brigade was active in barricades 
of the Smolensk square 2nd of October 
1993, during withdrawal of the blockade 
around White house 3rd of October, during 
assault against mayor's office, during batde of 
Ostankino and sull during Sth of October 
during massive repressions and executions by 
winners, who were drunken from blood. 

We helped everybody - peaceful 
demonstrators, defenders of the White house 
(although these were defending different 
things: some “Holy Russia", some “democracy 
and legality", some "Soviet Union"), and even 
cops, We did not had much of experience, 
only few drugs and proffecional medics, we 
were around twenty anarchists and left-wing 
radicals under gunfire, giving first aid to 
wounded and carrying to cars corpses of 
those who did not needed any help anymore. 


We could not defend barricades of

the likes of Barkashov and Anpiloy, since 
they were not our barricades, But we cither 
Could together with Yeltsinite Opritchniks to 
crush heads of people with batons and shell 
White house from tanks. But we could not 
Stay ignorant during the events. On those 
days Moscow Organisation of Conference of 
Anarcho-Syndicalists (KAS) made a leaflet, 
calling every participator of the conflict nor 
to sacrifice their lifes for selfish interests of 
the politicians. When anarchists where distri- 
buting these leaflets around city council, 
around which Gaidar had invited thousands 
of Yeltsin supporters (already drunken from 
happiness of the victory), our comrades were 
almost beaten up. This was while other anar- 
chists were participating to the first aid briga- 
de named after Maksimilian Voloshin. 

So, no matter how bitterly we 
remember the events 10 years ago and hund- 
reds of killed people, there is nothing we 
should be ashamed of. One anarchist, who 
then happened to be in the very center of the 
events, who managed to stab a nazi while on 
barricades around White house, was twice 
arrested and only due to good luck escaped 
execution, will soon publish an autobiogra- 
phical book dealing with those events (i case 
you are interested, contact editorial collective of 
Arrtonom or A-Distro).

Besides existing 3 
detention centres, Moscow 
authorities plan to set up 3 
new detention centres with 
capacity of 500 places each 
until end of the year. This 
would bring detention capa- 
city of Moscow to 6 centres 
with capacity of 3000 per- 
sons altogether. These cen- 
ters will be placed in former 
homeless shelters (1 suppose 
they just kicked homeless:to 
streets), Since traditionally in 
Russia jails are packed with 3 
times more people than there 
are capacity, I suppose this 
means like 10 000 detention 
places in Moscow alltoget- 
her... Detention centres will 
be maintained from the city 
budget. Since April of this 
year 1104 persons allrogether 
have been jailed in exisung 
centres. Some of the depor- 
tations have been financed by 
relatives (1 wonder how cops 
managed to squeeze moncy 
out from them), some by 
employeers, some from the 
federal budget. Another hila- 
rious thing is that there 1s no 
any existing law on admini- 
stration of these centres, 
governement optimistically 
supposes that such a law will 
be passed 
Unexistence of the law has 
not bothered functioning of 
the existing centres. Unal 
now illegal immigrants have 
been often held in SIZO’s 
(meant for prisoners ‘on

Then a bit old 
news... 12th of May this year 
there was a fire in elite hou- 
sing construction site of 
"Don-stroy" corporation. 
According to official infor- 
mation around 10 construc- 
tion workers died, bur there 
is some testimony thar real 
number of deads is around 
70, all reported victims have 
Russian names but there is 
tesumony that vast majonty 
of the workers were illegal 
gastarbeiters from Ukraine 
and Tadzhikistan, these 
remaining 60 corpses just 
"disappeared" and no-one 
will never know how many 
really died. Russian mainstre- 
am press was mostly silent 
about this event. 

This two news 
prove, that issue of illegal 
immigrauon is as actual in 
Moscow as in any West- 
European country Maybe 
Moscow ts now the arty with 
the bigpest deportation capa- 
Gtyin Europe?

On 8 of November. the. 
Conference of Workers’ Protests 
Movement in Poland took place in 
Poznan. The purpose of this gathe- 
ring was to bring as many as possible 
of those radical workers’ protest com- 
mities together, exchange informa- 
tion about the current situation in 
particular plants, compare experien- 
ces of these local struggles and to 
search for ways of unification and 
common strategy for the future. 
About 50 persons took part in the 
conference from about 15 plants as 
well as members of anarchist groups 
Anarchist Federation (FA), 
Workers’ Initiative of FA (IP) and 
German guests from the anarcho- 
syndicalist FAU. 

In spite of my expecta- 
tions the whole meeting tumed into 
mostly an informational event 
without enough time being left for 
constructive discussion and further 
conclusions. This was basicaly due to 
the limited quantity of time. 
Nevertheless, on the whole this pre- 
sentation made! a very positive 
impression on mé. Firstly, most dele- 
gates, regardless of how succesful or 
not their particular battle had been, 
declared readiness, will and determi- 


nation for»further struggle. They 
were also conscious of the necessity 
Of radicalisation of its methods. 
Secondly, all of them 
unanimously, one after another, 
expressed ‘their. disapproval for the 
politics of big Polish unions (espect- 
ally "Solidarnosc” and "OPZZ”") and 
were in favour of creating a new way 
of unification of the workers’ move- 
ment in Poland separate from these 
anti-workers unionist structures, 
Unfortunately, not many concrete 
ideas were set up. It was clear that for 
Some reasons Polish workers are still 
fot ready to go the anarcho-syndica- 
list way of taking plants in their own 
hands through occupation, throwing 
out old structures and continuing 
work in new non-hierarchical ¢ondi- 
tions based.on,solidarity.and com- 
mon Satisfaction. This is mostly 
because in most places the active 
workers’ protest commities are consi- 
sting of.a_yery small numberof peo- 
ple. They have very large support 
from the rest of their colleagues so 
the potential is big but so far it is still 
not possible to take radical steps. In 
such a situation, developments which 
are continuing at the moment are not 
bad either. It is mostly about taking 


more and. more.control and influence 
in the plants through bringing repre- 
sentatives of workers inta decision 
making bodies. In particular plants 
these tactics create rea] changes Wwit- 
hin the local communities, 

At the same time, anar- 
chists from IP are preparing for the 
beginning of the next year to start a 
country-wide campaign. It will be 
about helping with the formation of 
workers’ protest commities around 
Poland connected with educational 
work. This should mean in the first 
line to prepare workers through 
workshops to carry on protests and 
actions as effeéctivly as possible. The 
new generation of workers in Poland 
seem to have little idea and little 
experience of how to do it and many 
yery simple mistakes are made. 
German activists from FAU are sup- 
porting this campaign and already 
donated 500 euro for the preparation 
process. | quote here one of the FAU 
activists; “This should 
serve as a groundwork for an 
educational-foundation, which 
will help by development of edu- 
cation work among the Polish 
workers movement made by IP 
and "Solidarnosc 80" (...). We,

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thesguests from FAU, still Keep in 
our minds an impressive Picture 
ofthe Polish syndicalist move- 
ment in the beginning of the 80's 
which Jed a struggle in defiance 
and for continuation of libertarj- 
an legacy of the Polish worker's 
movement, without being anar- 
chists such.

The links between various 
protest commities in the whole con- 
try have been tightened and the 
dream of growing resistance leading 
to a general strike and true social 
changes, remains alive. I see this 
cooperation of the German FAU 
directly with Polish anarcho-syndica- 
lists and indirectly with polish wor- 
kers' protest commities as well as one 
of very interesting and promising 
results from this conference. | have 
heard that a more extensive report

of many industries in Poland that 
have-either gone on strike or plan 
to soon. Their strike was called 
for end of November. They have 
decided to strike because of plan- 
ned privatization which will lead 
to restructuring and job loss. The 
government announced thar since 
this is not a strike about pay or 
working conditions but about pri- 
vatization, this is a “political stri- 
ke" and is therefore illegal. 
Workers will nor only receive no 
pay for the duration of the strike 
but also may face charges for pra- 
ticipating in an illegal” strike. 
Railway workers were given state- 
ments to sign that they under- 
stand that their action’ is illegal. 
But this did not intimidate then 
Privatisation .of “the 
railways here has meant: fewer 
jobs, fewer and later services, hig- 
her fares, more accidents, more 
state subsidy to the private com 
panics than the old nationalised 
one got. No one from cither of 
the main political parties will 
defend what was done, but none 
of them is prepared to fix it, cit- 
her. One of the reasons for the

terminal decline of the 
Conservative*party"isethat a sub- 
stanual chunk of their natural 
Supporters are commuters, who 
are reminded daily that privatisa- 
tion can make things a lor worse. 
We just cannot even 
believe that the Polish railways are 
"not profitable"; we're sure that 
some corruption is taking place 
which causes the financial diffi- 
culties. Further, international 
structural polices always seem to 
favour the development of high- 
ways and motoring over railways; 
Over the last ten years, many many 
railway stations have been aban- 
doned, even when there is a need 
for them. Finally the government 
took a stab at the railways unions, 
claiming that they cost an extra 20 
million dollars a year in expenses, 
and of course insinuating that 
unions are just an expense on 
publie™ finance and. ultimately, 
hamper the marker from setting 
Jabour prices at a rate that would 
fead to job creation. In the next 
month or so we should see Strikes 
in many= sectors and.probably 
even a national day of strike, 


PROTESTS - 


were dramatical events in Ozardéw's 
Factory of Cables, near Warsaw. First, 
against the law, security guards hired by 
the owner removed violently workers 
blocking gate of factory. Then by five 
days workers and trade unionist suppor- 
ting them fought with police protecting 
convoys removing equipment from fac- 
tory. Eventually there was an agreement 
signed, stating that on area of Cable 
Factory there was supposed to be 
Special Economic Zone created, new 
industries and new places of work. 
Promises, Signed from one side by 
TeleFonika and government, from 
other side by Protest Committee, were 
never kept. 

Polish Minister of Economy 
and Work Jerzy Hausner said-on 24th 
Septemebr 2003 after one of talks 
about future of Special Economic 
Zone in Ozardw, Stopped by guests 
from Krakow, that "7 thefonika is unbonest 
and not rehable company", Though many 
months of negotiations we believed 
that both sides wanted agreement, Now 
we can sec that this was only cover-up 
Of TeleFonika- Minister stated. Sacked 
workers of factory knew from the very 
beginning Of protest, when B,Cupial 
(president of TeleFonika and football

club Wisla) handed them papers firing 
them from work on 23rd of May. 
During this ame all equipment of the 
factory was supposed to be removed. 
Workers blocked gate of their company 
and stopped this maneuvre, 

B.Cupial reached his goal on 
26th of Novemebr 2002, when security 
guards from Impel company protected 
by police attakced workers. Press reve 
led that: “Bogdan K., Andrzej S., Waclaw 
O,, Janusz G., Bogustaw K. and Wojciech S. 
being high ranking police officers in Malopolska 
region went on invitation of their friend, bust- 
nessiman Boguslaw C. With airplane chartered 
by bins to football mateh in Italy". 

Short ume later police with 
Surprising determination together with 
hired security guards defends property 


of same businessman against workers, 
who had serious pretensions again him. 
Protest was legal, and people in front ot 
gate, not knowing about contacts bet- 
ween police and B. Cupial asked cops 
for help. Police of helped security 
guards.

Workers of Oxzarow 
Cable's Factory appeal to everyone 
for help, Both material and physical 
help is needed.

In 
Zaporozhe 
June 2003 
Ukraine 


A strike of 
electransport (tram 
and trolleybus) wor- 
kers was called due 
to unpaid salaries 
and their low level. 
They suspended 
operation of several 
routes and work in 
the depot. 


Zaporoszhe is one 
of the largest indu- 
strial centers of 
Ukraine and as the 
industrial centers 
are, as a rule, loca- 
ted far from residen- 
tial areas, the strike 
had a big impact on 
the city. An impor- 
tant moment in this 
strike was a confron- 
tation with strikebre- 
akers. 


The strikers 
had blocked the 
main roads and in 
connection with this, 
towards the end of 
the strike, a few 
fights broke out bet- 
ween the strikers, 
the militia and the 
Special services. 
This is the first time 
In the 12 years of 
Strike movements in 
'Ndependent 
Ukraine that such a 
thing has happened. 


The strike 
€nded when all the 
back pay was paid 
and they were pro- 
Mised a raise effecti- 
ve January 1, 2004. 


WORKERS’ PRO’ 
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On Metallurgists' Day, 
there is a tradition going 
back to Soviet times that 
grand celebrations are 
held in metallurgical 
enterprises organized 
by the adminstration 
and the yellow trade 
unions. However, at one 
of the industrial giants, 
the Petrovski Factory 
(with about 10,000 wor- 
kers) things went a little 
differently than the bos- 
ses had planned. A 
representative of the 
workers from 3 shops 
delivered an ultimatum: 
either pay up back sala- 
ries due after freezing 
them for six months in 
2001 or a strike would 
start as of July 1. 


In the days 
before the deadline, the 
administration used all 
possible forms of pres- 
sure on the workers from 
threatening to fire wor- 
kers' activists to paying 
out only one month of 
the back salary. As a 
result of these tactics, on 
July 1, only one shop 
went out on strike in full 
and only one other shift 
from the second shop. 
The strike lasted nearly 3 
weeks and the workers’ 
demands were not met. 


The failure of 
the strike was due to 4 
total information blocka- 
de, the failure to spread 
the strike to the other 
shops and having no 
union organization. 


Abolishing the 


Pipe 
Factory in 


Dniepopetrovsk 
August 2003 
Ukraine 


At the beginning 
of the month the workers 
of the Experienced Pipe 
Factory (Opytny Trugnovo 
Zavod) tried again to insti- 
tute an 8 hour working 
day. In spite of the Labour 
Code, the workers are 
foced to work 12 hours, 6 
days a week at OTZ (like 
at many other enterprises 
in Ukraine). Like a year 
ago, the workers tried to 
solve this their own way 
by working only 8 hours 
and referring to the 
Labour Code and saying 
that there have been no 
written instructions from 
state authorities that the 
Labour Code has been 
suspended on the territory 
of the factory. Formally, 
only one shift from 3 
shops participated in this 
action but in reality, all the 
factory had to readjust 
the shifts so everyone lost 
those 4 extra hours of 
work. 


The workers had 
to return to the normal 
twelve hour regime after 
the bosses threatened to 
fire all protestors. The 
organizer of the strike 
received a_ disciplinary 
warning and in September 
2003, exactly a month 
later, received a second 
warning with the made-up 
pretext that he read the 
paper at his work place. 
After the two disciplinary 
warnings, in full accordan- 
ce with the Labour Code, 
they were able to fire him.

Siberian airlines 
against unions 


SIBERIA AIRLINES 
Russia 


This company doesn't like trade- 
unions. In Novosibirsk, where it is based, the 
management closed the office of the trade- 
union of pilots, seized its computers and dis- 
missed the chairman. In protest members of 
the trade-union went on a hunger strike and 
on the 5th of September pickets were staged 
at offices of the company in various Russian 
cities. 


In Omsk members and friends of the 
Sibirskaya Konfederactsiya Truda SKT 
held a picket of an hour holding flags of the 
SKT and of the trade-union of air-traffic con- 
trollers and several posters. When they wan- 
ted to use a megaphone a plain clothes told 
them that the use of a megaphone was not 
permitted. So, they made protest noise using 
strings of soft drink tins, against which Russia 
doesn't have a law yet. The management 
ignored the picket but office workers came out 
one by one to get a copy of the leaflet the 
picketers distributed. 


“The management of Siberia Airlines 

has started harassing the independent trade- 
union of pilots because they take the compa- 
ny to court in case of serous problems and 
refuse to join the trade-union supported by the 
company. The management have sealed the 
office of the trade-union and seized its office 
equipment with the documentation of the 
trade-union, the trade-union bookkeeper and 
lawyer are no longer let into the company pre- 
mises, the chairman of the trade-union, a 
second pilot, was at first no longer scheduled 
and then dismissed for absence, on a day 
when he was doing trade-union work of which 
he had advised the management two weeks 
in advance as is stipulated in the collective 
labour agreement. At a picket at the head offi- 
ce on 28th August a speaker for the company 
Said the trade-union office had been closed to 
give the trade-union better spaces and the 
office equipment seized to give the trade- 
union better equipment. Meanwhile the 
management puts pressure on more mem- 
bers of the trade-union. The dismissed chair- 
man has taken his case to court and has star- 
ted a hunger stnke. Protest actions took also 
place at other offices of the company in 
Russia and Germany.

9.9.2003) 
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7th of November is day 
of rememberance of the 
October “revolution”. After col- 
lapse of the Soviet Union, offici- 
al name of the date was chan- 
ged to contentless "Day of paci- 
fication and agreement", since 
cancelling a general holiday 
would have angered people. In 
many cities bolsheviks organi- 
se mass meetings, 7th of 
November is their thirdmost 
important celebration after the 
first of May, and victory day 9th 
of May, and 7th of November is 
the most politically controversi- 
al of them, in has a specific 
“bolshevik", not a popular cha- 
racter. For vast majority of their 
supporters these three are only 
reasons to get to streets. 
Official yellow trade-unions and 
governing “United Russia" 
party organise meetings as well 
in order to create popular 
image. 

Anarchist attitude to 
October putch, and thus to 7th 
of November is anything but 
uncontroversial, In some cities 
anarchists go happily to queue 
with bolsheviks to celebrate 
their common assault against 
provisional governement 86 
years ago, forgetting what hap- 
pened just 5 months later. In 
some other cities anarchists 
just use celebration as an uni- 
que opportunity to leaflet criti- 
cal citizens, and in some cities 
anarchist stay far from these 
pathetic and demoralizing 
actions. 

This year anarchists in 
Moscow decided to give a com- 
pletely new context for 7th of 
November - for coincidence it 
happens to be also birthday of 
Nestor Ivanovich Makhno! 
Nestor Ivanovich was born 26th 
of October 1888, although later 
on his parents announced false 
date 27th of October. 1889 in 
order to avoid draft (later on 
this fraud saved his life, becau- 
se he was too young to be exe- 
cuted). Tsarist Russia followed 
old Yulian calendar, where 26th 
of October 1888 corresponds 
with 7th of November 1888 of 
Gregorian calendar, approved 
in Russia after October putch 
(this is also reason why 
October “revolution” is celebra- 
ted in November). Since long 3- 
day weekend from 7th to Sth of 
November was an opportunity 
to organise actions not to be 
missed, Moscow anarchists 
used 115th birthday of Makhno 
in order to avoid any positive 
judgement of the October 
putch. We'll see, if this appro- 
ach is approved in other 
Russian cities in upcoming 
years. In many other cities anar- 
chists organised actions con- 
nected to 7th of November ... 


KALININGRAD 


7th of November was a day of poli- 
tical circus in Kaliningrad, all fla- 
vours of authoritarians, in another 
side KPRF and other self-declared 
"communists", in another side 
United Russia were fighting for 
spheres of influence. First calling 
day "a day of Great October 
Revolution", second "a day of paci- 
fication and agreement”. Anarchists 
decided not to make peace or agree 
with either of them, but to make 
their own show instead 

First anarchists appeared 
in communist meeting, raising 
black, red and black diagonal flags 
and banner "People before profits”. 
Both communists and cops tried to 
harrass anarchists, but they mana- 
ged to set up their own bloc of some 
30-40 persons in the demonstration. 
March went from hotel Kaliningrad 
to victory square, during march 
anarchists shouted 
geoisie", and “kick fascists out from 
Krem!". Nazbols marching in front 
of anarhicsts shouted "Kaliningrad 
is a Russian city", but anarchists 
shouted "Kaliningrad is a city for 
everyone” louder. In square anar- 
chists gave a shame present to jour- 
nalist Mark Kibanov from bour- 
geois paper “Novye kolesa", who 
had libeled anarchists. After giving 
the shame price anarchists decided 
not to listen bullshit speech any 
further, and they moved on to foun- 
tain next to Schiller monument, 
close to meeting place of "United 
Russia”. Anarchists moved to cen- 
ter of the fountain (which is not 
working during season), and set up 
their counter-meeting with revolu- 
tionary shouts. From here anarchists 
moved to Kant statue, where they 
set up an acoustic concert playing 
reggae, early Grazhdanskaya 
Oborona and Bashlachev. Concert 
was closed around 5 PM, there was 
no problems from the side of nazis 
or cops, since all right-wing forces 
were concentrated to Victory square 
around the pompous show of 
United Russia.

Anarchist decided to 
join the general demonstration, 
which in Krasnodar was even more 
post-modernist than in other cities, 
here ruling elite was cooperating 
with "communists", organising 
march and mecting without any 
obvious content...

Anarchists from Autonomous 
Action and Rainbow Keepers 
together with independent anar- 
chists and supporters of Radical 
Union of Artists organised a three 
day festival to celebrate 115th birth- 
day of Nestor Makhno. Althou 
attempt to organise a con 
festival alltogether was biggest sin- 
gle success of anarchists in Moscow 
during many years. 

In the morning of 7th 
November anarchists were distribu- 
ting leaflets and literature in the 
“communist” Festival 
itself was launched 2 PM with ope- 
ning of anti-sexist exhibition in the 
Jerry Rubin club in Lenin street, 
where all festival events of the first 
day were organised. Corridoor of 
the center was saturated with real 
and hypothetical sexist employment 
advertisement ("Looking for wai- 
tress... salary will be dependent 
from the size of your positive quali- 
ties"), together with various banners 
selling products with help of 
womens bodies. But among all 
those female tits and butts also 
appeared advertisement using men's 
bodies as an attraction and sexual 
object, due to rarity of such pheno- 
mena organisers of the exhibition 
could not recycle existing advertise- 
ment but to make their own. Male 
"top-models" were used to sell flo- 
wers, tights, parfumes and bakery 
products among others.

In evening of the 7th 
of November an anonymous 
group of anarchist anti-fascists 
attacked the headquarters of the 
National-Bolshevik Party in 
Luzhniky. What could be better 
way to celebrate birthday of 
Nestor Ivanovich than some 
good bolshevik-bashing! Red- 
brown scum hanging in the 
headquarters received some well 
deserved punches and kicks, and 
were knocked down faster than 
you may spell "left unity”. 
Unfortunately tactical retreat 
Was not completely succesfull, 
one anarchist was caught by 
fascists, taken to hq and beaten 
there while nazbols attempted to 
get some information from him. 
But we'll be back! 

Event of the second 
day of the festival, 8th of 
November was a non-legalised 
march along the busy shopping 
street Arbat, which is one of the 
most popular tourist attractions 
of Moscow, and usually quite 
tigthly secured by police. Theme 
of the demonstration was 
"Reclaim the city", the following 
are extracts from the press- 


release: 

"., Arbat such as 
most of the Moscow centre has 
been recently transformed from 
a popular hang-around to mix of 
expensive bourgeois restaurants 
and shops. For those who do not 
belong to elite these places are 
closed, some of them filtrate 
‘undesirable elements’ in the 
door, in others there is nothing 
else to do that have a glance to 
their super-expensive offers..." 

"Our city is not ours 
anymore, itis separated between 
closed zones, a ghetto archipela- 
go, Those who have something 
to loose, exclude themselves 
from the others with fences, 
security guards and electronic 
surveillance. Yards become clo- 
sed to trespassers, fences appear 
around prestigeous premises, 
green spots are occupied by par- 
king places and shopping cen- 
tres. If you have not money, you 


are not necessary to no-one..." 

"But we do not want 
to have ‘respectable outlook, we 
do not want to spend all our days 
fo earning money, in order to at 
least once a week afford to be a 
human being in the center of all 
this commercialized existence. 
We want to be alive every day, 
creatively, in a city which loves 
us. We want to write to walls, 
sing and gather with groups 
‘bigger than 3 persons'..." 

The logistical opera- 
tion of anarchists in prior to 
demonstration, which included 5 
separate meeting points, inclu- 
ding publicly advertised separa- 
tely from the one for people 
known to us, and a separate mee- 
ting with journalists managed to 
overperform police intelligence. 
Some 60 participators of the 
demonstration appeared in the 
beginning of the Arbat street 
only in the very last minute, and 
march was quickly started. 
Demonstrators raised banner of 
Rainbow Keepers and huge 6- 
meter banner "Death fo state and 
capital" and banners "Rainbow 
Keepes" and "Against power and 
capital" and moved on Arbat 
towards Smolenskaya scanning: 

"Trash all generals!" 
"Russia without fascists, 
Moscow without 
Barkashovists!" 

"Down with FSB!” 

"We do not want to pay 
communal Services 
with our crap salaries!” 

"No Justice, no peace, 
fuck the police!" 

"Shame to FSB!" 

"We wish to whole military HO a 
quickly date with Hattab" 
(Hattab was a wahhabist leader 
of Chechen resistance murdered 

by federals last year), 

"Our enemy 

is not in Chechnya, 
our enemy is in Kreml!” 
"Raise black flag higher, 


the state is our main enemy!" 
Demonstration finished Arbat 
street in 30 minutes and tumed 
to right towards Smolensk 
square, after which a decision to 
disperse was made in order to 
avoid arrests. Unfortunately 
some 9 persons dispersed too 
slowly, and were arrested - besi- 
des them also the whole legal 
support group, consisting of one 
person, was arrested while moni- 
toring the arrests! Arrested were 
threated and shouted in the sta- 
tion, but let free the same day, 
with exception of one anarchist 
from Volgograd who was only 
15 years old, and due to official 
regulations should have been 
sent to juvenile prison waiting to

MURMANSK 


Already in the beginning of the 
action police confiscated placate "/ 
want to live", where only letters H, 
U and I ("cock") were coloured. 15- 
20 anarchists marched behind 
KPRF march, "communists" threa- 
ted with arrest in case placate 
"Lenin was uncle of Putin" would 
not be hid, There were plenty of 
cameras, all those of cops or FSB's, 
media was completely silent about 
the protest. During march, anar- 
chists yelled "KPRF is filth!" and 
other slogans. When Komsomol 
was shouting "Lenin, Party, 
Komsomol", anarchists shouted 
"fuck it aill!". Anarchists had two 
orange flags with encircled A, one 
black flag with red sabocat, only 
placate which did not get cencored 
by hostile forces stated "we demand 
higher standards of boredom". For 
some reason this one really irritated 
KPRF, During meeting, anarchists 
sold Avtonom and other publica- 
tions. When three anarchists left 
meeting, cops immediately caught 
them, confiscating flag and wrote 
down personal details. Fortunately 
they had not a car nearby, so anar- 
chists managed to escape arrest.

NIZHNI NOVGOROD 


This year anarchists gathered some 
15-20 persons. They decided not to 
participate to march of bolshevik 
pensioners towards Lenin square, 
memories of shouts of last year such 
as “Stalin will return from the 
grave" and "Real communist is not 
freemason, not a zionist" were too 
fresh. However anarchists from 
Autonomous Action decided to go 
distributing their fresh paper 
"Situation" to meeting, raising 4 red 
and black diagonal flags when they 
approached the square.

SAINT 
PETERSBURG 


Alltogether several thousands of 
people participated to demonstra- 
tions. Two demonstrations moved 
on Nevsky street, first the "red" one, 
moving from Oktyabrskiy concert 
hall to Palace square, after "reds" 
mix of  Putinist “bears”, 
Mironovists, Seleznevists, yellow 
trade unions and other scum, having 
their meeting in Isakievsk square. 
After stalinist RKRP had 
asked cops to stop "all provoca- 
tions" during march, police officer 
Mezhevich had announced to “pick 
up all anarchists". However Saint- 
Petersburg League of Anarchists 


decided to participate to general 
demonstration, due to sorry expe- 
Tience from attempt to have a sepa- 
tate march last Ist of May. 
Anarchists distributed a call for 
“Revolutionary internationalist 
block" with some other leftists. 
Alltogether this block consisted of 
some 70 persons in the "red" 
demonstration of some 5000 per- 
sons. Some two thirds of this block 
were anarchists with black and red 
and black diagonal flags, and ban- 
ners “all states are concentration 
camps" and "long live revolutionary 
selfgovernance", Anarchists shou- 
ted: 
"Anarchy is mother of order!" 
"Ungovernance!" 
"Anarchy!" 
“No any power to anyone!" 
"Destroy all power!" 
"Fascism won't trespass!" 
“Death to fascism!" 
"Irak, Palestine, Chechnya!” 
"Get to streets, reclaim the city!" 
"Revolution!" 

"Free political prisoners!" and 
"Down with 
cops!" 

In contrary to 
their promi- 
ses, police 
did not 
attempted to 
stop interna- 
tionalist 
demonstra- 
tion, but they 
filmed it to 
videotape. In 
Palace square anarchists formed 
their own group with some 40-50 
persons. There was more demand 
for anarchist literature than ever 
during last 11 years. During day 
anarchists distributed some 2000 
leaflets. After meeting anarchists 
organised a weekly meeting in 
Vasilyev island in a cafe, occupa- 
tion of which had blessing of it’s 
elderly clerk who had invited anar- 

chists, 

9th of November, to 
commemorate international day 
against racism and xenophobia, a 
demonstration was called by 
"Punk-revival" (organisation of 
anti-fascist punks) and members of 
Saint-Petersburg League of 
Anarchists, demonstration was joi- 
ned by members of Autonomous 
Action and one liberal with tricolor 
flag of Russia (!), Demonstration 
was announced to city governe- 
ment, but they did not legalized it, 
Some 30 people marched. from 
BKZ by Nevsky street to 
Konyushennaya street, where a 
weekly picket against war in 
Chechnya has been Organised 
during 4 years with Participation of 
anarchists. Demonstrators raised 
banners “Death to fascism" and 
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“Nationalism won't trespass", and 
scanned slogans "Anarchism is 
mother of order!", "Fascism won't 
trespass!" and others. Police did not 
interfered with the demonstration 
during the march, obviously they 
were caught with surprise. Anti-war 
picket after demonstration lasted 
two hours, with overall participa- 
tion of some 50 persons which is 
several times more than the usual,

YAROSLAVL 


In Yaroslavl anarchists organised a 
common demonstration and mee- 
ting with KRI and Revolutionary 
Altemative, which gathered allto- 
gether some 30 persons and several 
friendly and hostile observers. 
Although action was not a big one, 
local anarchists judge it as most 
succesfull organised in Yaroslavl 
lately. March started 12 0 clock ina 
busy Kirov shopping _ street. 
Participators raised red and black 
flags, 2-meter symbolical guillotine 
and sizeable banners “Jime to 
destroy!", “Shame on stalinism" and 
"Death to bureaucrats”. Plenty of 
fascists from National Bolshevik 
Party which has a relatively sizea- 
ble organisation in Yaroslavl came 
to meeting, surrounding anarchists 
and verbally abusing them, 
Demonstration moved to direction 
of the Volkov square, shouting 
"Death to fascism", "No other 
saviour than class war!", “Let us 
break the bars, our demand is free 
labour!", “Electorate take up 
arms!” and so on. In Volkov square 
local militants and guest speakers 
from Moscow anarcho-syndicalists 
speaked, attacking stalinists. United 
Russia party, gathering in neighbou- 
ring square was verbally attacked 
by |. Ovsyannikov from 
Autonomous Action. Andrei 
Stuzhey, one of the most talented 
pocts of Yaroslav shouted out some 
revolutionary thymes, Event was 
also attended by anarchists from 
Tver, Unfortunately during meeting 
megafon declared a strike, and mee- 
ting had to be closed before planned 
time with singing of International. 

Nazbols kept observing 
event, and when meeting was finis- 
hed 7 of them assaulted some of the 
Participators in the _ vicinity. 
Anarchists took a succesfull stance, 
but also suffered some casualities. 
This episode however did not spol- 
led the celebration, which continued 
in unformal atmosphere. Local 
anarchists saw support of anarchists 
from neighbouring cities as the 
MOst encouraging detail of the 
action.
